Claim Objections 

1. Claim 12 is objected to because of the following informality: "surface" in line 2 should 
be -face- in order to be consistent with the preamble of claim 1 1 . Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting to a 
gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural 
cooperative relationship for both claims 1 and 11 is as follows: 

The preamble of claim 1 discloses a device and the preamble of claim 1 1 discloses a 
method for directional attachment of a scale element to a face of a first body and discloses said 
scale element and said first body in the body of the respective claim; therefore, it appears to the 
examiner that the directional attachment of the scale element to the installation face of the first 
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body is missing from the body of the respective claim in order to make the limitations agree with 
the preambles. 

Furthermore, the Applicant should note that claims 8 and 12 disclose pressing the scale 
element against the face, but do not disclose attachment either. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 and 1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office Action. 

5. Claims 2-10 and 13 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office Action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claim 12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 
112, 2nd paragraph, and the claim objections set forth in this Office Action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicants reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 37 
CFR 1 .1 1 1(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).
